Goshen  Community  Schools  Organize 


Effective  July  1,  1964,  the 
merger  of  the  Goshen  city 
schools  with  Elkhart  town- 
ship schools  became  a  reality. 
The  new  school  corporation  is 
known  as  the  Goshen  Com- 
munity Schools.  Its  policy-mak- 
ing body  is'  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation which  consists  of  five 
members.  Three  members  are 
appointed  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  two  members  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Elkhart  County 
Township  trustee  and  his  ad- 
visory board. 

Their  duties  include  the  hir- 
ing of  teaching  and  admin- 
istrative personnel,  budgeting 
tax  monies,  planning  school 
construction,  and  translating 
the  public's  wishes  into  pol- 
icies pertaining  to  the  opera- 
tion and  function  of  the 
schools. 

The  Board's  decisions  are 
executed  by  the  Chief  Exec- 
utive Officer,  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.

Mathematics 
Students  for 


General  mathematics  or  Algebra  I  and 
II  are  required  of  all  GHS  students.  Al- 
gebra provides  a  basis  for  continued  math- 
ematical study.  Sophomores  may  continue 
their  study  with  plane  geometry  which 
deals  with  figures  in  two  dimensions.  Ad- 
vanced algebra,  involved  with  the  solu- 
tions of  more  difficult  equations  2nd  lo- 
garithms, may  be  elected  by  junior  stu- 
dents for  one  semester.  Related  with  the 
volumes  and  areas  of  solids,  solid  geom- 
etry completes  the  junior's  study  of  math- 
ematics.

Students  who  wish  to  know  more 
about  mathematics  of  the  commercial 
world  may  enroll  in  Business  Arithme- 
tic. 

Mr.  Fred  Blosser  is  the  chairman  of 
this  department. 
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"These  lab  manuals  aren't  supposed  to  be 
used  as  cookbooks!''  japed  Mr.  Elmer  Bowers, 
head  of  the  Science  Department.  Physics  and 
chemistry  are  the  physical  sciences  offered 
to  juniors  and  seniors  planning  to  attend 
college.  Chemistry  provides  an  opportunity 
to  acquire  basic  concepts  pertaining  to  mole- 
cular changes  in  composition  and  the  related 
transformations  of  energy.  Physics  is  con- 
cerned with  the  conversions  of  physical  en- 
ergies. 

Biology  is  a  general  course  designed  for 
all  students  who  have  a  desire  to  learn  more 
about  living  things.  This  course  may  be  con- 
sidered essential  in  developing  a  well-rounded 
high  school  education.  Applied  Science  is 
elected  by  juniors  and  seniors  not  entering 
the  field  of  science  for  its  practical  uses.
